At the Township Board 
meeting held on February 12, 
2003, several items were dis- 
cussed and acted upon. 

The meeting began with the 
Director of Planning and 
Zoning officially presenting 
the Board with the Drain 
Committee’s Operating Rules 
and Procedures. At a previous 
Board meeting, Trustee 
O’Kelley had asked for this 
as well as their future plans. 
Trustee O’Kelley at the 
_ February meeting asked when

In another matter, Mr.

The insurance 
company was proposing to 
place a temporary modular on 
the property while the home 
was being built. 

He indicated this was con- 
trary to our ordinances and 
ordinarily would go before 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
for a variance. However, due 
to the emergency nature of 
the situation, he was asking 
the Board to grant the author- 
ity to allow that type of hous- 
ing of the site. 

He went on to say that the

current codes and will be a 
larger house than was on the 
property. Trustee Adkins re- 
called that a previous Board 
allowed a temporary resi- 
dence while the home was 
being built and she was con- 
cerned about a time limit. 
This prompted Trustee 
O’Kelley to ask the resident 
how long the building would 
take. The resident responded 
it would take until September 
or perhaps as early as 60 
days. O’Kelley made it clear

This matter had 
been previously presented to 
the Board but the Police 
Chief asked the Board to hold 
off on a decision until he had 
an opportunity to review. 

Chief Metzger was not 
available for remarks but the 
Board did have the written 
agreement between the police 
officers and the Township. 
Trustee Carey did say that she 
was willing to approve it for 
one year. A motion was made 
by Carey and supported by 
Trustee Krause to try the pro- 
gram for one year. The 
motion passed unanimously.
